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MUSEUM LECTURE February 26 at 8il5 p.m. 

Dr. Richard Ettinghausen, Head Curator of Near Eastern Art at the Freer 
Gallery in Washington, D.C,, will discfuss ”Tho Islamic Phase of Iranian Arts 
Tradition and Change'^ on Friday evening, February 26 at 8tl5 in the auditorium of 
The Cleveland Museum of Art. 

Dr. Ettinghausen wrote the second section of the introduction to the catalog 
which accoapanies the Museum's current exhibition 7,000 TEARS OF IRANIAN ART and also 
selected works to put into the exhibition frcmi the collection of the Archeological 
Museum in Teheran. His talk will focus on the later phases of Iranian art as 
featured in the exhibition. 

Dr. Ettinghaxxsen was educated at the universities of Frankfurt, Munich and 
Cambridge and earned his doctorate in Islamic civilization from the university of 
Frankfurt. He is, in addition to being curator at the Freer Gallery, also research 
professor of Islaaiic art at the university of Michigan and adjunct professor at 
New York University's Institute of Fine Arts. He has published books on MusjJjn 
iconography, Arab, Persian and Indian painting, and was, for fifteen years, editor 
of Ars Islamica, a Journal devoted exclusively to research in Islamic art. 
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
